DEATH OF CAPTAIN DE FAUCON 
OF THE $8. JWEMNAH. 


The Singapore Free Press of 24th Jan- 
uary says :—The M. M. steamer Djemnah 
arrived at her wharf shortly after three 
o'clock yesterday afternvon. Her flags 
were at half-mést oat of respect to the 
memory of Captain de Faucon, her com- 
mander, who was found dead in his bed on 
Sunday morning, the second day after 
leaving Colombo. Captain do Faucon had 
been suffering from heart disease, 
nnd is said to. have been very 
much affected by the death of a 
passenger on hoard the ship, ten days 
previous to his own, This passenger, Mr 
van den Bosscho, a Dateh gentleman, dicd 
from heart diseaso and was buried at sea, 
On Saturday evening Captain do Faucon 
retired to bis roam as usual after hasjng | 
given orders for. an inspection of tha crow 
ta bo held on Sunday morning. As he 
wag not an deck at his usual time and the 
ten were all ready at their stations, the 
Commis-aira went to call him and found 
him quite dead inhis bed. M. Charvay, 
chief officer of the steamer, at once inform- 
ed the passengers and took command, 
The body of Captain de Faucon was encas- 
ad in a leaden coffin, enclosed in a wooden 
one, and kept For burial until the steamer’s 
arrival at Singapore, Deconsed waa 
about forty-five years of age and 
had been for a long time in the 
awploy of the M. M. Company. For three 
yeara he commanded the Company's branch 
steamer from Sydnoy to Noumea and mado 
his first trip ont to the East in’command of 
the Av on her voyage previous to the Jast 
one. Ha leaves a widow and three chil- 
dreo in Marseilles, Tbe passengers of the 
steam rr collected amongst themselves the 
sum of 350 francs for a wreath to be placed 
on Captain de Fauron's grave.
